Words of appreciation from exterior and unexpected sources 
are always most welcome and at a time like the present when Mc- 
Cill, in common with all other Canadian Universities, is striving 
with a situation and problems unprecedented in its recent history, 
it is gratifying in the extreme to note the attitude of encourage- 
ment with which sister Universities to the south view our efforts 
to cope with the difficulties which beset us. 

The picture which an editorial writer sketches in the Daily 
mini, the undergraduate newspaper of the University of Illinois, 
while distorted and in many respects out of aJl true proportion, and 
the conclusion which he draws serve to illustrate the friendly in- 
terest which is heme taken in Canadian Universities by our neigh- 
bors to the south. The Daily lUini says: 

"We thought it a bit hard to tear ourselves away from sum- 
mer pastimes, and in some cases sunnier climes, to return to the 
University three weeks ago. But what would have been our feel- 
ings if we had returned to find the majority of our best friends 
missing, a pall of gloom settled over the institution as on the day 
following some great disaster? What would be our thoughts, 
wh'en we learned that the best athletes, the truest leaders, thej 
most brilliant scholars of our class were dead on the field of 
battle? 

"Yet that is just the condition found by Canadian students 
registering in their universities this fall. No, that is not just the 
condition, for the pall of gloom one would expect to find is lack- 
ing. In spite of the death of many of the most promising college 
young men in the country, on the battle grounds of Europe, one , 
can find no indication of discouragement among those that arej 
left. In the face of a sickening decrease in registration, there is i 
no note of despondency in the university dailies from McGill and 
Toronto. McGill University opened its dqors at Montreal last 
Monday and began its regular sessions as though notliing had 
changed. In spite of the fact that McGill's new stadium has just 
been completed, no intercollegiate athletics will be played this 
year. Students of McGill, Toronto University at Toronto, and C, 1. 
R. F. U. at Kingston have all agreed that intercoUeigate contests 
should be discontinued in order to save financial support for their 
armies- Instead, an extensive system of intiacollegiate athletics 
has been instituted at each of tlie universities. 

"It is a strong race of young men which can cheerfully adjust 
itself to the most unfortunate circumstances and give up without 
misgiving experience/dearest to the heart of a collegian."

Back River, Oct. 11.— The 5th Ro)'al 

Highlanders of Canada yesterday had 
I heir first all-day manoeuvres of the 
I season. The field day was an entire 
success and proved very instructive 
both to the mon and officers. The 
regiment, both battalions, left the 
Bleury street armoury at 9 o'clock, the 
j route of the march heiug up Bleury, 
.along St. Catherine mad and ou the ibc 
! fields bebiud the Munireai Hunt Club, 
i where is the site of Model City. Here 
I manoeuvres, consisting of Infant l y iu 
attack, were carried on during the 
nioiiiiiig. 'i'he theory of those exer- 
cises was thai the red ai niy had estab- 
I lished its headiiiiariers at the Bleury 
fiircet armory, having occupied the 
Island of Montreal., The regiment was 
considered as representing one com- 
pany of four iilatoons of the icd force 
under command of .Major V. I. Smart. 
Word was supposed to have been re- 
ceived that a small isolated force of 
the enemy, estimated at two platoons 
with two field guns, had been discov- 
I cred by cavalry scouts as being in the 
! territory just went of the Canadian 
Northern Hallway tracks through 
Model City. The company was ordered 
to proceed thither and attack thi.s cu- i 
emy force. The enemy were located ' 
in a wood, and were slowly driven 
back to the tracks. The result of this 
exercise was considered by the iiiti- 
plrca as a draw-, as each side did 
equally well. .\n air of realism «as 
added to the manoeuvre by the fact 
that in addition to having many rounds 
of blank ammunition for each man, the 
; enemy were provided with cannon that 
shot blank ammunition with a noise 
resembling, uig gun fire, and which 
burst in mid air with the typical flash 
and ring of smoke peculiar to the 
bursting of real shrapnel shell. Wbeu 
the attacked were almost driven on to 
the tracks, the bugle sounded, and 
every one formed np and given lunch. 

In the afternon the regiment crossed 
the track, with the theory iu view that 
the red force were in occupation of the 
city of Outrcmont, and the blue force 
were atacking from the west. Here 
again the enemy force was represeut- 
ed hy A and It Companies of the 1st 
Batt., ."ith Koyal Highlanders. In this 
manoeuvre tlie rest of the regiment 
was considered as an outpost of one 
company of four platoons of the de- 
fending or red force under the com- 
mand of D. B. Robertson. The outpost 
company was located in some woods 
west of tho Outreroont Golf Club, anu 
protected a frontage extending from ' 
Van Home avenue on the south to the | 
Canadian Pacific Railway on the 
north. The blue force, under Lieut. 
Murray, was considered as being equiv- 
alent to a company in strength, and in 
the attack on the outposts Uiey at- 
tempted an enveloping movement on 
the right flank of the defenders. This, 
however, was skilfully turned, with 
the result that in the outcome of the 
' fight both sides wei e considered hy 
j the umpires as having equal advan- 
! tages on the other. 

The boundaries of the morning's 
Bbam battle consisted of Cote des 
Neiges-St. Laurent road on the west; 
on the north, River La Prairie; on the 
south, the Canadian Northern Railway 
right of way, while on the south the 
area of operations was confined by the 
Canadian Pacific Railway right of way, 
which wast regarded as Impassable ex- 
cept whei e I rossed hy the Cote des 
,\eiges-St. Laurent road. The umpired 
for the day wore a white band on Ihclr 
arms and consisted of the senior offi- 
cers of the regiment. The turnout was 
exceptionally good, but, considering 
the fact that in the last year the Fifth 
has sent out two overseas legiments, 
the 13tb and 42nd Battnlions, and are 
recruiting now a third, Ihe 73rd, un- 
der Lieut.-Col. Peers Davidson, which 
regiments of course reduced the 
strength to 600 men, which are now 
signed up.

The next meeting ot the Montreal 
Metallurgical Association will be held 
on V/edncsday, Oct. 13. at 8.16 p.m., in 
the Chemistry Building, McGlIl Uni- 
versity. The subject will be, "Elec- 
tric Kurnace Steel in Canada." The 
electric furnace can now be used eco- 
nomically In the steel foundry for cer- 
tain classes of work. 

Speakers are expceled who will tell 
how this is done, commercially and 
technically. The addresses will be il- 
lustrated with lantern views, and two 
electric steel-making furnaces will be 
shown in operation in the metallurgi- 
cal laboratory. 

The meeting should he of unusual 
interest in view of the novelty in this 
country of making steel, commercially. 
In the electric furnace, and as such 
steel is now being used for military 
pnrpoRCS. 

.Mr. Green, of the Arnisliong-Whlt- 
worlh Company, has promised to make 
sonw lo(d steel elec-trically In the met- 
allurgical laboratory, and tliis proeess 
can be seen both before and after Hie 
nieellng. Another kind of electric fur- 
nace will also be shown in Operation 
after the meeting.

So sanguinary Is tho na- 
ture of the fighting In this vicinity 
that the soldiers have named it "the 
death hole." 

According to a report of Edward 
Salisbury, ii Harvard graduate In 
charge, of the districi, Roeder has 
been engaged In carrying wounded sol- 
diers from this section to hospitals 
and receiving station, and has made 
a fine record for "energy, cheerful 
ness, and bis care in lifting and trans- 
porting the wounded." 

Many Princeton men have been ac- 
tive in war relief work since practi- 
cally the outbreak ot hostilities. 
Among them, tho Hon. A. Piatt, An- 
drew '93, Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury under President Taft's ad- 
ministration, is now inspector of am- 
bulances for the American Ambulance 
Hospital at Paris, Mr. Andrew was 
receatly in the United States and 
made an earnest appeal for additional 
volunteers. He ,> returned to Paris 
early in September.: •
